FINANCIERS MEET.

Opening Day of the Mosstary Confarence
at ladinnapolie

InpiaNAroris, Ind., Jan 18 —This
city is full of financiers At 2 o'clock
Tueaday afternoon the monetary con-
ference was called to order in Tomlin-
son hall, more than 800 delegates be-
ing sssembled  Hugh H. Hanna,
chairman Of the executive commit-
tee, uppointed at a preliminary
conferénce November 18 last, and
his assoclates had selected ‘the fol-
lowing temporary officers: E. 0. Stan-
nard, ex-governor of Missour], tempo-
rary chairman; J. W. S8mith, secretary
of the local board of trade, and also of
the executive commites, secretary.
Later SBmith gave way to Evans Wool-
len as permanent secretary. He is the
secretary of the Commereial elub, of
Indianapolis,

Mr. Stanard, on taking the chair
spoke 15 minutes.

Among other things, he said: ““The
present financial methods of our gov-
ernment are largely those adopted
during the war,when there were great
emergencies. I belleve there is & very
strong snd constantly increasing con-
vietion among our people that some
method should be adopted for the re-
tirement of the United States and
tremsury notes 1 would retire them
by the sale of long government bonids
at a low rate of interest.”

Mr. J. W. Smith, secretary of In-
dianapolis board of works, read the
eall under which the convention as-
sembled. The emphatic terms of the
call declaring it to be the sentiment of
the business men of the country that
they should take part in shaping the
financial legislation of the country
and they would never agree to any
proposition which would degrade
the present  standard of val
nes, were received with applause.
Mr. Hanna presented the report of
executive committee pursuant to the
resolutions of instructions ndopted at
a preliminary conference December 1
It is said the committee has sent out
invitations to the boards of trade, com-
mercial clubs and such like organiza-
tions of all cities in the United States
of a population of 8000 and greater,
nccording to the last census, request-
ing them to send delegations to this
convention. There are assembled here
200 delegates, representing business or-
ganizations of cities in nearly every
state in the union.

The committee recommended for the
temporary organization a committee
on eredentials, on permanent organ-
ization, on rules and order of busi-
ness, each consisting of 15 members;
that all resolutions concerning the
currency and banking systems and
mode of procedure shall be referred
without debate to the committee on
resolutions, to be appointed by the
permanent chalrman; that each dele-
gate present shall be entitled to one
vote; that the hours for holding the
sessions shall be 108 m. to 1 p. m.,
2.30 to 6 p. m., and 8 to 10 p m.

The committee on permanent organ-
ization recommended the name of C
Stuart Patterson, of Pennsylvanla, for
president and a vice president from
ench state represented. Evans Woolen,
uf Indiapapolis, waa named for per-
manent secretary, sad W. F. C. Coly,
sergeant-at-arms. It was also recom-
mended that the other commitiees
named be continuad, and that a com-
mittee on resolutions of one from each
state be appointed. Adopted

Mr. Patterson was escorted to the
platfortn by Messrsa. E. B. Martindale
and . H. Haonoa, of lIndianapolis,
and Mr. Lowry, of Atlanta, Ga. le
addressed the convention.

In accordance with the provisions of
the report of the commitiee on perma-
nent orgunization, the state delega-
gutions elected viee presidents and
members of the committes on resolu-
tions

Hon. J. H. Walker, of Massachusotts,
chairman of the house committes on
banking and currency im the present
congress was invited to mddress the
convention, which he consented to do.

At the conclusion of Mr. Walker's
remarks the convention took a recess
until 8 o’clock Tussday evening.

At the evening sesslon Mr. Dans-
man, of Chioage, presented the first
propositien for the conalderation of
the convention. It provided for the
appointment of a committee of nine
members, to be appointed by the pres-
ident of the United States within 80
days, including one member from the
senate committee on finance and one
from the house committee on banking
and currency. The committee shall
investigate the financial subject
lhtinf in Wash and make
report to congreas of their conclusions
by bLill or otherwise, The members
other than the senator and representa-
tive named shall be paid for their serv-
joes by the govermment. Three shall
be bankers, three merchants or manu-
facturers and one s political economist
representing the several geographical
sections of the country.
